kIR.  DUNLAP:     If  you  will  refer  to  your  prograi.i,  you  can  see  who  I 
really  am.     In  addition,  it  seems  this  morning,  I  am  the  Governor 
and  I  am  welcoming  you  all.    Furthermore,  I  am  the  V/ar  Board. 
Seriously,  the  Governor  was  unable  to  be  present  tliis  morning  and 
has  asked  me  to  do  the  honors.     Since  I  have  said  we  are  very  glad 
to  have  you  we  will  go  on  with  the  rest  of  the  program.    The  gentle- 
men who  can  answer  the  questions  are  here. 

V7e  have  found  that  at  this  particular  tims.  it  is  very  difficult  to 
decide  what  is  the  most  important  phase  of  our  work.    YiTe,  in  the  FDA 
and,  apparently,  boys  from  the  OPA  both  think  thut  our  Federal  grad- 
ing vsid  inspection  service  is  pretty  good.     It  is  the  basis  largely, 
and  especially  in  this  state,  which  determines  floor  price  as  well  as 
ceiling,  not  only  of  poultry  and  eggs,  but  a  number  of  other  farm 
products.  do  not  think  for  one  rrdnute  that  we  Icnow  the  entire 

picture.     It  is  only  through  these  conforoncos  that  we  can  learn  what 
you  iCnow  and  let  you  knov/  what  we  think.    We  have  invited  to  these 
conferezices  all  tlie  agencies  and  individuals  and  cormnercial  parties 
who  Cijro  most  interested.     The  consumers  themselves  have  been  invited 
and  I  see  some  of  tiicir  representative s  hero,    'ie  have  four  primary 
ourooses:    we  wish  to  increase  oroduction  to  meet  the  demands  for  food 
material.     Iz  is  generally    r.grcud  that  inflation  should  be  controlled, 
Wg  v^fjit  our  grovvers  to  receive  all  possible  assistance  and  a  reasonable 
price  for  their  products.    Wo  have  the  figiares  of  the  BAE  showing  the 
total  farm  income  for  1941    as  u.7  billion,  com.oared  with  10.2  for  1942, 
and  13  billion  this  y.-^r.    "io  also  think  that  tiie  essential  people  in 
this  Food  Distribution  problor.i  are  the  processors,  wholesalers,  retailers 
and  they  should  receive  some  assistance  '.uid  in  fact,  all  the  assistance 
they  need  to  maintain  maximum  efficiency  to  see  that  there  is  no  want. 

This  is  the  third  of  a  series  of  State  meetings  which  have  been  held  in 
the  Southwest  Region.     These  State  meetings  have  followed  a  Regional 
Conference  of  the  agencies  interested  in  poultry  pi'oduction,  prices  and 
standards.    '.Thile  right  this  minuto  v/o  think  we  are  going  to  have  more 
eggs  thcji  we  have  in  the  past,  rationing  of  meat  and  possible  rationing 
of  other  articles,  may  increase  consumer  demand.     If  that  is  true,  you 
can  see  very  easily  how  your  supposed  surplus  is  going  to  be  disposed  of. 
VJ'ithout  going  too  far  into  the  technicalities,  I  v/ont  to  say  this  morn- 
ing for  the  boys  v;ho  have  v;orked  on  this  program  in  this  State  on  the  grad- 
ing and  inspection  service  and  poultry  betterment  and  the  rest,  v/e  hope 
from  this  conference  today  and  tomorrow  that  v/^  can  get  a  nd  do  get  concrete 
suggestions  for  the  education,  not  only  of  the  trade  itself,  but  for  the 
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consuiTiGr,  ••-.£  to  v/hy  there  is      coiling;  v.nd  vihy  there  is  a  support, 
why  w'c  grcdc  e^gs  end  v/hy  v/o  {^rado  poultry,    "'To  vroxit  those  suggestions 
to  cone  fron  you, 

'..'e  huvc  with  us  this  r.iorninj^  It'*  ilcll  cjid  his  assistants  froin  the  Dis- 
trict Office  of  the  OP^.    Mr'.  Hall  

}SR,  HALL:     I  think  one  of  the  most  important  programs  we  have,  a  joint 
prograin,  is  that  of  disserainating  inf ornation,    IVc  raust  educate  people 
still  inore  as  to  type  of  things  they  should  buy  :.nd  prices  they  should 
pay,    'Jo  have  quite  a  number  of  regulations  that  are  just  as  conplicated 
as  they  can  be,    'Ho  have  at  the  present  time  a  nev/  regulation  to  do  a\Yay 
v/ith  25  or  30  old  regulations  to  make  it  more  simple  to  buy  food  in  stores* 
"7o  are  going  to  mj"<.ke  it  so  simple  that  even  I  ccn  go  in  a  store  and  mc:.kG 
a  purchase  and  Icnow  I  .am  not  paying  ovc-r  the  ceiling.     If  anyone  does 
violate  he  will  bo  caught  by  the  consumer.     One  point  consumers  do  not  know; 
that  is,  when  they  buy  eggs  or  poultry  or  something  else  is  v/hcther  they 
are  getting  the  right  grade  for  the  money  they  are  paying,  and  that  is 
one  of  the  progrc^.is  v.'e  must  follow  -  educating  the  people,     I  v/ant  to 
map  out  for  you  some  of  the  v/ork  that  ccji  be  done* 

"io  have  the  State  Defense  Council  and  they  have  done  a  marvelous  job 
in  setting  up  block  systems,  throughout  the  State.    We  have  79  boards  in 
75  counties.    Each  has  a  price  panel  and  a  rationing  panel,  made  up  of 
five  to  seven  persons  serving  as  price  aides.     Those  people  v;ill  be  used 
-jfc  primarily  for  education,    'Ye  are  going  to  make  this  education  so  simple 

than  ten  year  olds  can  understand  it,    '7e  are  not  going  to  have  any  legal 
verbago  in  it.    As  far  as  the  OPA  and  FDa  ai-e  concerned,  v/e  work  in  very 
close  harmony,    '.Ic  use  the  scxio  system  to  cari'y  on  the  education  regard- 
ing those  things  people  should  buy  and  grades  they  shjuld  buy  as  well  as 
the  price  they  should  pay,     Tliat  is  th>^  main  topic  of  the  conference.  I 
have  thrc  men  from  ;.iy  nffico  here  today,    ''.'('c  have  a  business  men's  sot- 
up  in  our  office,     .To  feel  in  cor  office  that  two  :nillion  people  in  the 
United  States  are  important  and  wo  take  care  of  them  to  the  best  of  our 
ability,    './e  havv.  a  departmentalized  or g^Jiization,     'Vo  have  a  legal  de- 
partment with  Lee  Cazort  as  head,  a  Price  Division  with  Estel  Sparlin 
and  under  i-ir  ,  Sparlin  a  Foods  Division  vrith  I'lr.  A,  C,  London,    '.jlien  it 
co:;.es  t^  enforcement  we  expect  to  b»-  as  easy  as  possible  on  the  inrioccnt 
and  ignorant  person,  but  when  v/e  find  a  person  v/illfully  violating,  we  are 
going  to  crack  do^^m  hard  v/ithout  r-spcct  to  person.     Ivir .  London  and  Mr. 
Sparlin  \rxll  talk  to  you  about  the  prices  and  ceilings.    You  will  get 
yoiAr  specific  details  from  them,     I  will  introduce  Mr.  Cazort  v/ho  v/ill 
talk  to  you  about  enforcement, 

IIR.  CriZORT:     I  a:";  like  I.ir,  Y.ull  there  is  very  little  that  I  can  say,  I 
have  had  v^^ry  little  opportunity  to  think  about  what  to  say.     I  notice 
on  your  program  you  seem  to  be  interested  in  the  enforcement  of  OPa 
rogulaticns  ?,nd  what  v/c  intend  to  do,     I  think  all  of  you  realize  the 
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i:;iportancc  and  necessity  of  enforcing;  OPA  rCt^ulations  after  you  have 
your  program  v/ull  laid  out.     It  is  unfair  to  law-abiding  citizens  to 
allov;  unpatriotic  persons  t .)  violate  regulations  witl:i  impunity,  and  wo 
H  do  not  intend  for  a  situr.tion  such  as  that  to  exist.     It  results  in 

the  violator  being  able  to  force  the  law-abiding  citizen  out  of  busi- 
noGb.     Of  course,  before  the  legal  division  or  enfjrcenent  progrcunain 
coi.ve  into  play  there  is  a  great  rjnount  of  educational  v/ork  necessary 
bef orehandt      ^^s  Ilr.  Eall  told  you,  it  is  not  our  policy  or  attitude 
to  persecute  the  innocent.     It  is  the  man  v/ho  has  been  dducatod,  v>fho 
knows  the  regulations  and  refuses  to  abide  by  then  that  we  are  interested 
in  in  the  legal  division.     The  educational  progran  is  very  necessary  and 
is  v^ry  important.     It  is  the  first  pl.;nk  in  the  platform  of  successful 
operation  of  all  regulations,  whether  OP^i.,  FD^^,  etc.     Lfr,  London  is  going 
to  explain  the  v;orking  arrangement  of  these  rcgulatims  and  h^v^r  they 
operate.    My  only  purpose  is  to  tell  you  what  y^u  can  do  to  help  us  cjid 
what  v.'c  can  do  to  bring  about  compliance  aftei  the  public  and  industry 
liavc  been  educated. 

The  Ei.iergency  Price  Control  Act  has  several  enforcement  weapons  in  it. 
The  most  serious  is  crii.iinal  prosecution  ■'-/hich  m^ans  indictment  or 
information  being  filed  for  an  offense  against  the  United  States  in 
the  U.  S.  ^ittorney's  Office.    ^ji:)ther  means  of  enforcing  OPu  regulations 
^  is  by  bringing  injunction  to  restrain  a  person  from  violating  and  force  them 

te  coi..ply.    iUiother  method  is  the  so-c..lled  Treble  Damage  ^'^cti  on .  11 
consu:.ier  v/ho  buys  a  co:.ii.iodity  and  is  ch.arged  more  thrji  ceiling  price  has 
the  right  to  bring  action  in  ixry  court  against  the  person  to  recover 
damage  from  that  person,  recovering  thrt^e  timos  as  much  charged  or  |j50.00, 
whichever  is  greater,  plus  court  charges  and  attorney  fees.     If  the  con- 
sua.er  knows  he  has  this  legal  right  'wtieri  he  Icnows  he  has  been  overcharged, 
it  Ti-'ill  help  us  in  bringing  about  compliance  with  the  regulations  because 
the  ai.iO'ont   of  the  overcharge  is  relatively  small  in  comparison  with  the 
aaiount  of  the  penalty  connected  with  the  overcharge,    '.ic  have  found  a 
great  many  consuiAcrs  are  not  familiar  enough  with  their  rights  to  bring 
this  Treble  Damage  Action.     It  v.dll  not  bo  necessary  for  the  consumer  to 
put  out  court  costs  vtA  attorneys  fees,    -i-nother  instance  of  the  Treble 
Damage  i,.cti  on  is  that  the  OPA  has  the  right  to  bring  that  action  against 
the  vrholesaler,   or  pr^cossjr  or  shipper  at  a  higher  level.     The  right  to 
brin;^  ^^'■'■^  action  on  the  part  of  thu  Govemmcnt  rests  v/ith  OP*i  on  sales  at 
levels  othor  than  the  consuiner  level.     The  other  provision  for  enforcement 
is,   of  course,  by  the  license  revocation  proceedings.    Every  person  who 
sells  a  coininodity  is  licensed  to  sell  that  cor.u'.odity  so  long  as  he  obeys 
thu  regulations,    '.'/hen  \/e  find  tliat  a  man  has  violated  regulations  v\re  have 
an  adirdnistrative  tecJ-jiique  or  program  of  issuing  a  formal  v;arning  notice 
to  that  person  th^.t  he  has  beer,  f  .und  in  violati  on  of  the  OPi^  regulations 
involved  and  tliat  if  he  repeats  that  violation  subsequent  to  that  warning 
his  license  or  right  to  sell  that  coiTimodity  nay  be  revoked  by  bringing  suit 
in  any  court.     Those  are  the  i.iethods  that  are  available.     The  thing  you 
can  do  to  help  us  is  education  of  the  people  to  encourage  the  public  to 
cooperate  with  their  '.i'.r  Price  and  Rationing  Boards,  and  to  obtain  inforixi.- 
tion  about  :aatters  of  which  they  are  in  doubt  and  further  t^  encourage 
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pcjplc  to  report  instances  of  violations  to  their  'Var  Price  and 
Rtitionin^:  Board  or  to  the  District  Office  of  the  OPas..     By  education 
and  by  lottin^j  people  loijw  that  the  OP^i  docs  have  within  its  pcivver 
the  authority  and  ncans  of  onforcinr;  these  rej^ulati  )ns  and  that  all 
they  have  to  do  is  to  write  us  or  report  to  their  nearest  'Tar  Price 
and  Rati  onini^  Board,  thun  you  will  have  the  public  interested  and  educated 
in  th«^  cnf  orceiTient  of  these  regulations.     It  will  brin^;  about  conpliance 
after  the  education  v/ork  has  been  done,  / 

MR.  BUSTER:    You  ■  arc  enf orcin;^:  both  the  ceilinr;;  prices  and  also  as  tliey 
arc  correlated  v/ith  the  grades?    Assui.iing  you  receive  a  complaint  that 
Grade  C  cg;vs  nci,y  be  labeled  as  such  but  that  they  arc  being  sold  at  Grade 
2k  prices.    VThat  can  you  do? 

I.CR.  Ci»,ZORT :     In  the  first  place,  wo  consider  upgrading  a  violation,  of 
course.     If  you  sold  a  cheaper  grade  at  a  higher  price,  that  would  be  a 
violation,  each  grade  lias  its  -wn  price.     Catching  an  instance  of  upgrad- 
ing is  very  difficult,    iibout  the  only  v/ay  that  you  con  prove  upgrading 
is  to  get  the  coininodity  itself  in  your  possession  with  the  grade  inarked 
on  it  and  have  sor.ie  export  t:  exa:;iine  the  comriodity  and  arrive  at  the 
proper  conclusion,  then,  use  that  person  as  your  expert  witness.     This  grad- 
ing v/ork  that  you  people  will  be  doing  is  very  iraportant.     By  stamping  a 
v/rong  letter  on  a  cormriodity  where  there  is  a  sale  according  to  grades,  a 
person  evades  the  regulation.     Grading  work  is  very,  very  inportrjit,  and 
if  you  have  an  instance  or  proof  of  upgrading,  then  you  certainly  should 
notify  us  by  all  ncans, 

MR.  "VHITE:     In  Oklahona,  every  packag.j  of  eggs  offered  in  a  retail  store 
is  required  under  OP^'*.  to  have  the  grade  and  size  narked  on  it, 

I.IR.  LOIJDOH;     That  is  n  rt  entirely  correct.     The  case  of  eggs  nust  be  stamped 
with  the  gradv.,  but  if  eggs  are  sold  outside  the  case  the  grade  and  price 
should  be  pasted  by  the  eggs  at  the  place  of  sal^.     This  applies  to  all 
eggs. 

I'ffi,  '.7?HTE:     If  a  retail  stor^  has  eggs  put  up  in  cartons,  must  each  carton 
be  labeled  v/ith  the  grade? 

IviR,  LONDOK:    Kot  necessarily, 

KUI'IPE:    Do  the  cartons  then  not  have  to  be  stamped  v;ith  the  grade? 

LONDON;    No,  but  the  label  must  be  on  the  case,  then  list  the  grade 
-.nd  price  with  the  eggs  at  place  of  sale, 

LPi,  ICUMPE:     The  Federal  Grading  Stations  are  the  only  place  I  have  ever 
seen  stamps  on  eggs  anyv/herc.    Every  carton  coming  through  the  egg  grad- 
ing stations  must  have  the  grade  stamped  on  it. 
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IM»  LOKDOl; !    Yes  th:^t  is  true,  but  if  the  retailor  posts  c[^r  f^rcido 
rj:d  price;  at  point  of  sale  he  is  in  the  clear, 

IIR.  KUMPE:    '.Till  yju  notify  the  stores  ir.aacdiately  of  that  pai-ticular 
thin{;;?    The  stores  have  not  been  inf orncd  on  just  hovf  to  do  it.    Do  the 
labels  nit  have  to  be  placed  on  the  cartons? 

I.IR,  LONDON;    You  arc  correct  in  saying  that  that  should  bo  done,    '\7hat  v/c 
can  require  is  that  they  post  ;j.rade  at  the  place  of  sale.     If  you  v/ill 
notice  our  co'.ni.iunity  prices  are  established  on  lar£;c  Grade  iui  e^^js, 

1CUI.IPE:     In  our  schools,  for  exanplc,  they  have  boon  interested  in  it 
frou  the  standpoint  of  wrjitin^  to  know  v/hon  this  was  [joing  into  effect. 
Y/hcn  you  toll  then  March  6  v/as  the  effective  date,  they  say"nobody  is  doing 
it  so  neither  will  wc ,    XIo  v/ill  just  v/ait  until  they  start  enforcing  it," 

I.-IR.  LONDON:    'ilhon  you  have  cone  far  enough  in  your  educational  prograi.i  so 
that  ive  could  expect  to  find  graded  eggs  in  a  representative  nuiriber  of 
stores  in  the  State  then  v;o  would  cone  back  and  enforce  this  grading  thing. 
There  should  be  a  practical  nethod  used  in  this.     There  is  no  point  in  our 
getting  out  and  putting  on  an  educational  drive  on  graded  eggs  bt^fore  you 
get  the  people  instructed  ac  to  v/hat  graded  eggs  raean  and  ;;et  then  in  the 
stores,    '.7e  should  not  allow  a  person  to  do  somethin:'  that  they  know  nothing 
at  all  about.     In  tying  the  price  to  the  grade,  if  you  tell  us  that  you 
have  advanced  far  enough  in  that  progran  then  we  vfill  nake  our  drive  on 
this.     Incidentally,  t?iis  natter  has  not  been  very  significant  since  eggs 
have  been  selling  under  the  ceiling  but  as  shortages  begin  to  develop  and 
they  are  in  certain  areas  now,  our  job   ol'  bringing  t?iis  nessage  to  then 
is  nore  inportant, 

I.'IR,  KUl.iPE:     Is  not  the  r.iatter  of  grades  as  ii.iportant  as  price? 
m.  LOt:DON:  Yes, 

I.'IR.  KUI-IPE;     Then  it  has  been  just  as  inportant  all  the  tine  to  nake  then 
use  the  grades, 

MR,  BUSTER:  V/on't  this  thin;_;  have  to  be  done  nore  or  less  at  one  tine? 
Your  responsibility  is  supposed  to  be  enforccnent  of  grades  and  prices, 
isn't  that  right? 

IIR,  LONDOiT:    Yes,  that  is  right.     On  the   other  hand,  we  are  not  excusing 
ourselves  at  all  on  this,  but  price  control  nust  be  practical.     You  can 
not  got  eggs  graded  unless  you  shov:  tlie  fanner  he  can  get  nore  noney  for 
th--r.'..    "■/Tien  eggs  begin  to  novo  into  the  Lv.rket  on  a  graded  basis  then  wc 
cc^i  tie  the  ^rades  and  prices  together.     But  it  has  not  been  tren^:,ndously 
inportant  imtil  now.    Prices  of  eggs  are  beginning  to  novo  up  tov/ard  the 
ceiling  and  when  shortages  occur  there  will  be  a  tendency  to  novo  above 
the  coiling,    N.ov;  is  the  tii.ie  to  nc.ke  our  drive  on  tying  grades  and 
prices  together. 


W.,  BUSTEl'c:     It  is  a  cooperative  responsibility. 

y!R,  iu'JjL:    -1.S  I  told  you    I  wi.s  only  .roin^  to  r;ivc  you  c.n  overall  picture 
of  the  situation,  ICr.  London  here  will  explain  ceilings. 

MR.  LOl-IDOK:     Before  (join;;;  into  it  I  v/ant  to  revievf  a  little  bit  on  price 
control  and  tell  you  v/hat  happened  in  o^-^  and  poultry  iriarlcots.    as  you 
v/cll  :cnov;,  inflation  had  buconc  rather  oppressive  by  the  riiddlc  of  May, 
19'i2 ,    Prices  iiad  increased  so  rapidly  fr  on  March,  1942  to  May,  1942, 
it  was  doternincd  that  it  was  necessary  to  do  soi.icthin^;  at  a  different 
lcvt„l.    Prior  to  that  tine  certain  controls  had  boon  established  on  basic 
coraaoditics ,  and  it  v/as  thought  that  this  would  solve  the  problen,  Con- 
suncr  prices  had  advr.ncod  far  beyond  the  point  anticipated  by  those  people 
so  th'-t  on  the  18th  of  Ivlay,  1943,  prices  wore  not   only  frozen  but  rolled 
back  to  the  March  level ,     The  rolling  back  of  a  price  where  the  voluntary 
conplioncc  or  cooperation  of  the  seller  is  required  was  found  to  bo  not 
too  successful,   so  that  the  price  under  the  general  naximur.!  price  level 
reflected  not  March,  1942,  but  May  18,  1942,    As  tino  i.ioved  on  nany 
corj-ioditios,  even  those  controlled,   continued  to  increase  in  price  regard- 
less of  the  freeze  that  had  been  instituted,     ^it  the  tino  naxinun  prices 
were  established  on  coixiioditie s  -undei     cneral  raaxiiaun  price  regulations, 
the  price  of  poultry  .and  eggs  wore  not  of  serious  concern.     You  people 
who  Icnov/  tlic  poultry  industry  Icnow  that  the  farners  \«rerc  getting  about 
13  cents  a  pound  in  February,  1942,     It  v^as  neccssr.ry  for  thcJ.i  to  go  to 
the  Departnent  of  i.i.gi'iculture  to  v/ork  for  :xrd  r'-ceive  a  floor  price  of 
about  22/  a  pound  for  poultry,    ns  the  season  i.ioved  on  the  price  of 
poultry  actually  went  down  sonewhat  in  Arkansas,  so  that  the  last  v/eek  in 
September,  1942,  found  the  price  soj.iewhat  less  than  it  had  been  in 
Marc}i,  1942.    However,  in  other  consui^i^r  areas  the  price  of  poultry  and  eg 
had  advanced  to  such  a  point  that  it  was  necessary  to  apply  the  freeze 
technique  at  the  hd ghost  pric^  bctv/ecn  Septciber  23  raid  October  22.  This 
was  doni-j  by  the  President,  so  that  the  poultry  was  frozen  at  the  highest 
point  between  those  periods.     Irtaediatoly  upon  freezing  of  price  to  the 
seller  in  Arkvnsas  the  orice  of  poultry  began  to  rise  so  that  in  December, 
1942,  the  price  viras  actually  higher  than  it  had  been  in  March,  1942.  This 
was  nadc  possible  throu;^;h  the  operation  of  a  well   organized  "black  narket" 
in  poultry.     Custonoi'ily  it  functioned  in  this  v/ay,     A  shipper  fron  sor.ic 
un'cnown  point  ii/ould  cone  to  a  fanaer  and  load  out  his  poultry  and  pay  tho 
price.     These  things  work  this  v/ay.     Say  the  price  had  been  established  in 
Northwest  4i.rkansas  at  25^  a  pound,  if  a  nan  cones  in  and  pays  a  producer 
then  tho  next  producer  will  ask  27f(,  the  next  asks  29j^,   so  that  v;c 
had  live  poultry  in  Northwest  ^kansas  selling  as  high  as  50/  a  lb.  ''■/e 
had  a  broiler  producer  in  Southwest  .irkansas  v:ho  sold  1000  for  s^lOOO.OO, 
each  birda  little  over  2  poun.'.s.     So  in  Doccnber  naxinum  price  regulation 
269  was  issued  establishing  the  price  of  poultry  on  a  basis  poultry  had 
brought  on  large  nxirkets  the  last  wcok  in  Soptcnber.     This  regulation 
divided  the  United  States  in  two  areas,  tlie  Eastern  raid  '.Yestcrn.  Prices 
were  established  upon  basis  of  pricing  cities,  Nev/  York  in  the  Eastern 
part  of  the  U.  S.  ana  the  large  cities  on  '.'Jest  Coast  as  basing  points 
over  there.    Nov/  it  has  developed  that  all  poultry  was  priced  on  delivered 
basis,  and  that  before  a  farner  knew  -■.rhat  ho  could  sell  his  poultry  for 
ho  nust  Icnow  whore  that  poultry  \r:.s  being  shipped.    He  nust  obtain  the 
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scllinj  price  for  thut  i^rcJo  :uiu  subtract  froi;-ht  fror.  that  price. 
The  result  wi.s  thc..t  a  concern  in  Northwest  iirlcMisas  which  has  arcss- 
in;_;  plc;nts  at  Chic:ir;o  c.nZ  B^ntonvillo  ceiil^  pay  nor^  noney  for  poultry 
on  a  f'.ru  in  TTashinijton  Covmty  tj  be  -I- liver in  Chicago  than  he  could 
for  p  >ultry  to  be  delivered  at  his  plmt  in  Bcntonville.

Cold  st:)rai'0  w;.rchouses  r.iust  keep  ri^cords  c.ni  nake  reports.    'Ye  hope 
thost,'  reports  ccji  bo  worked  out  so  any  other  FcderL.l  ik^jency  can  use 
that  r.aue  infornation.    The  order  also  provided  that  a  representative 
jf  thi..  FDii  ccxi        into  a  ;r.an's  place  of  business  and  check  rec  :rds  to 
s<.e  if  he  is  c onplyin^-.     It  also  provides  that  there  are  certain  penalties 
in  cormection  with  tlie  order  in  case  the  :>rdor  is  not  conplicd  with.  Our 
nethods  of  sanitation  core  the  sane  as  OP^i. 

N      th^  Dried  E^;,;  end  :f  the  business.     The  order  provides  briefly  that 
z.ll  of  the  dried  crjs  processed  by  the  spray  nethod  will  be  purchased 
by  the  Governi.ient ,:.iay  not  be  sold  for  any  other  purpose.     The  ijrny  is 
taking  sono  of  the  Cjjrs.    The  order  also  provides  that  products  r.iade 
f r  on  dried  er;^s,  the  amounts  of  those  products  nay  not  exceed  v/hat  was 
put  into  civilian  use  in  1942,     There  has  been  quite  an  increase  in 
consur.er  denand.

I  think  you  will  find  that  th^y  have  a  narket  there  for  the  e^rs  that  are 
produced  that  is  such  that  you  vj'on't  ne^d  to  be  bothered  \i±th  a  surplus 
proposition  on  cg^s  this  year.     You  have,  instead,  increase  in  the  consuner 
dcr.iand  which  v/ould  take  care  of  the  surplus.     Because  there  vj-as  trouble 
^  in  the  past  there  was  set  up  in  ^Arkansas  this  year  by  the  FDzi  a  support 

price  structure  or ^-anizati  on  that  could  handle  it  if  prices  ^-ot  too  lav/. 
The  farncrs  knov;  the  least  they  are  .';oin;;  to  :;^;et  and  the  r.vost  they  a  re  2oin^ 
to  ret.     This  support  pro;;raiii  is  operci.ted  on  a  basis  of  havinr  certain  buying 
stations  here  in  -i^kansas.     The  FDx*  rx.kes  contracts  with  the  people  who 
have  ;;_^radinj  and  storing  facilities,    .iny  tiuc  the  faruer  v/ants  to  brinr: 
his  c^C^  into  that  station  he  Imows  he  c;u.i  rot  a  certain  price  for  that  .^rade 

The  result  —  there  liaven't  been  any  c^;;s  of  fere.'..     The  fact  that 
wc  have  these  or\-^  places  in  tliis  State  has  lar_--cly  stabilized  the  floor 
price  here  in  ^vrkansas.     It  is  r^ood  for  FD^j.  because  it  does  not  cost  us 
nuch  noney  and  it  is  rood  for  the  far^ior  because  he  Icnov/s  he  can  ^et  a 
jO'^d  price  for  his  er;rs.     J"hat  v/e  use  dried  e^j'^^s  for.    Packaged  in  small 
packa:;os  it  takes  about  3  dozen  shell  cr[^s  to  raakc  one  poiond  of  dried 
c^,,;s.    Naturally  it  would  take  that  fewer  ships  to  transport  the  er^fs. 
They  are  fpinj  to  Enr;lro::d,  our  JiJrry,  other  allied  amies  and  used  in 
this  country    in  the  arny  cai.ips,     I:  is  estii.u.tod  that  the  present  capacity 
of  the  Ojj/;;  dryin,-;;  plants  based  on  24  hours  a  day  v/ill  yield  24  hundred 
x.iillion  pounds  a  year.     Keeping-  the  records  and  the  violations  on  that 
sort  of  thin,;;  are  just  about  the  sa..-ic  as  the  cold  storare  order. 

QUESTIOK  FROM  TK3  FLOOR;     Is  there  any  possibility  of  .jettinj  a  plant 
in  the  Southern  part  of  tlic  state? 

I4R.  '..\KITE:  There  is  a  r.ioveinent ,  I  lAnder stand,  to  .jet  one  in  the  Southern 
part  of  the  Stc.tc.  '.ic  are  told  that  the  0;;;^  dryinj  capacity  is  already 
set  up  to  take  care  of  the  expucted  ne^^ds.  This  should  not  be  taken  to 
mean  that  if  you  have  a  place  v/here  you  need  a  planbyou  should  not  send 
the  information  in  and  try  to  r,ot  one,  but  the  possibilities  are  not  so 
rood  as  a  year  or  so  ajo  for  rcttinj  the  plant. 
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I.!R.  VnilTE:  Y/e  have  with  us  Ifr,  M.  "-V.  Buster,  fron  the  Vfashington  Office 
of  the  Food  Distribution  Administration,  v/ho  will  talk  to  us  on  "Federal 
Poultry  and  Egg  Grading  Standards"  -  Ivir.  Buster. 

IvjR.  BUSTER:     I  v/ant  to  say  first  that  I  am  happy  to  bo  here  with  you  at 
this  neeting.     I  should  like  to  go  back  a  little  to  the  background  of 
these  meetings,  to  at  least  give  you  our  impression  of  coordination  of 
I  cpresentatives  of  trade  and  even  of  producers  and  consumers.    ■'.Ifhcn  those 
price  regulations  -v/erc  brought  out  and  based  on  Federal  grades,  we  v/ere 
convinced  that  thci e  was  a  tremendous  job  of  education  to  do  in  order 
for  the  groups  to  understand  and  to  comply  with  the  provisions  in  order 
that  wo  might  maintain  the  advancement  we  had  made  in  marketing  proce- 
dure for  poultry.     In  Washington,  OPA,  Extension  Service,  Department  of 
Education  under  the  Department  of  Interior,  FCA,  FSA,  met  to  consider 
these  problems  and  tried  to  evolve  a  progrojn  that  might  handle  the  situa- 
tion.   The  Regional  conferences  reviewed  OPA  price  regulations  and  problems 
various  groups  were  having  in  meeting  these  problems.     Out  of  that  came 
these  State  meetings.     The  poultry  industry  was  a  very  elementary  industry 
in  the  last  war  -  very  little  organizo.tion.     To  hulp  provide  food  this 
industry  must  bo  on  a  sound  basis.     Since  thcd;  time  the  poultry  industry 
has  attained  the  position  of  a  large  agricultural  industry.     Our  Trade 
Associations  and  hatcheries  have  all  developed  since  that  period.  VJ"e 
now  have  excellent  orgr:n.izat ions  or  groups  associated  with  the  poultry 
industry  to  really  do  a  so^ond  job  with  this  industry.    Vfe  have  not  thus 
far  had  very  good  coordination  with  many  of  these  groups.    ",Vc  nov;  need 
all  the  available  man  and  woman  power  \/e  hc;.ve  imd  help  of  all  of  these 
agencies.    ^■Ic  are  endeavoring  to  get  maximum  cooperation  of  these  agencies 
in  these  progrrLms, 

7i"ith  reference  to  our  viewpoints  tcvj-ard  grading.     There  are  some  advantages, 
certainly  to  producers  and  consumers,  I  think  we  all  recognize,  in  grading 
poultry  products.     In  California  they  early  valued  the   grading  of  egga 
and  so  developed  r..  procedure  of  marketing  eggs  and  putting  them  in  more 
uniform  grades.     Canadians,  for  a  number  of  years,  have  had  compulsory 
gr;.ding.     Consumption  of  eggs  in  C'-.nadu  was  greater  than  in  this  country 
because  of  the  grading.    IVc  consumers  loiov/  the  advantages  ef  being  able 
to  identify  certain  quality  products,    Tliese  price  regulations  are  based 
upon  the  Federal  grades,     I        quite  certain  there  v/as  no  forcing  people 
to    adopt  these  grades,  but  OPa  in  developing  their  price  schedules  had 
to  correlate  those  price  schedules  with  certain  specifications  of  the 
Federal  grading  of  eggs.    This  represents  in  a  way  an  opportunity  for 
those  of  us  who  are  interested  in  developing  base  stations  for  the  consumer 
and  producer.     It  also  r  epr^sents  quite  a  serious  danger  if  these  regu- 
lations and  the  gr.ades  are  not  properly  enf  orced.     It  is  rather  interest- 
ing in  a  v/ay  that  there  is  '.t.  unf  ^irtunate  result  of  the  application  of 
these  price  regulations  ;.t  this  time,  before  an  adequate  or  fairly  complete 
enforcement  c?.n  be  obtainod,  placing  the  patriotic  and  la\/-abiding  citizen 
in  a  handicapped  position.     The  people  v/ho  are  careless  about  compl^'-ing 
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with  lr:v/s  end  rogulr.ti ons  arc  the  ones  v;ho  arc  getting  the  advantages, 
Thcro  have  been  two  intoi'>^sts:     a  definite  price  schedule  end  to  set  a 
price  ceiling  at  consuner  level.     In  Britain  they  have  dene  very  largely 
that  in  setting  prices  to  consumers.    Britain  is  an  importing  country 
largely  .and  the  Government  handles  most  of  those  commodities,  and  they 
have  it  in  control.    As  things  develop  vvo  are  going  to  find  what  is  con- 
fusing.   Along  the  line  of  the  philosophy  hack  of  development  of  these 
price  regulations,   (l/Ir.  Buster  then  reads  to  the  group  a  part  of  the 
Regulation  No.  333  of  the  Oifico  of  Price  Administration.) 

All  of  us  csjci  use  the  10-case  egg  purchase  program  to  assist  producers  to 
got  the  available  prices.     I  cxi  not  going  to  try  to  discuss  the  grades 
in  detail  as  they  v.-ill  bo  e>5)lained  at  the  meetings  to  be  held  in  this 
State.     There  v/ill  be  later  meetings  tD  consider  these  Federal  Grades 
for  eggs  and  poultry.     Just  briefly,  these  grades  hc.VQ  been  developed 
over  a  period  of  a  nui.ibcr  Df  years  as  a  result  of  experience  v/ith  eggs 
and  based  upon  suggestions  of  trade  and  people  working  under  this 
progrtJii.      Also,  these  standards  have  been  recently  revised  to  v/ork  with 
the  OPii.  price  regulations,  and  oven  though  many  co-workers  feel  that  they 
should  be  stroaulinod  much  more  they  have  been  strecanlined  as  much  as  possible. 
The  terminology  h-r.s  been  changed  from  old  special,  extra,   etc.  to  grade 
terminology  of  Aii,  ^,  B,    :  nd  G.     This  is  the  trend, as  you  possibly  know, 
in  mrjTiy  of  the  agricultural  commodities  at  the  present  time.    People  in 
the  trade  liave  been  inclined  to  resist  this  somewhat,  but  pressure  is  going 
in  this  direction  and  I  think  as  it  devclons  it  will  become  verv  v/orkablo 
fjr  people  in  the  trade.    Regarding  trade  ncjnes  of  packers,  the  OPA  I 
am  quite  certain  does  not  object  in  any  manner  to  trade  names  being  used 
in  the  commodities  so  long  as  they  are  identified  by  Grades,  .1,  B,  ani  C. 
(i.^r.  Buster  then  reads  from  ti.e  Order  of  Prjmulgation  of  Standards.)  Most 
eggs  fall  in  Grale  ^  or  B.     In  actual  production  we  will  rarely  find  coiy 
Double  A  eggs  or  poultry  in  this  State.       (ilr.  Buster  then  reads  from  page 
2  on  U.  S.  Consumer  Grades  for  Shell  3ggs,) 

The  frozen  grades  are  used  for  Government  purchases  for  ^irmy.  Navy,  Lend- 
Leaso,  etc.  based  upon  specifications  for  individual  eggs.     The  Department 
h-,s  worked  out  specifications  for  frozen  eggs  end  standards  for  equipment, 
procedure,  plants,  etc.  as  t.n  aid  to  people  in  educational  work.    7j"e  have 
a  chart  which  illustrates  the  four  grades  of  eggs  -  ^i,  B,  C,  I'nd  D.     It  is 
now  being  revised  an",  -.vill  be  used  before  long.    Wc  won't  really  find 
Double  ^  oggs  or  poultry  here.     The  volur-ie  of  it  would  be  so  small  as  to 
be  uninteresting  to  the  trade  and  handlers.     In  development  of  a  program 
which  I  assume  v;ill  be  desirable  if  \:c  can  be  of  any  assistance  in  any  v/ay 
v/e  v;ill  be  glal  to  do  so,

you  Icn-J.v  v/o  have  price  ceilings  estt.blished  in  line  v;ith  the  efforts  of 
the  administration  at  the  present  time  to  stabilize  prices  and  prevent  an 
inflationary  condition  which  mijht  Liake  for  a  disastrous  result  a  fter 
this  present  ener;;ency.

RUTH  GR.'.rLJii:     I  agree  entirely  vv'ith  Hiss  Keys  and  Miss  Brantley  with 
regard  to  consumers.     I  think  consumers  are  ready  for  a  more  definite 
grading  system.    They  v/ould  like  to  have  the  grade  on  the  container.  The 
consuiTir^rs  would  like  to  have  a  good  grade  and  are  willing  to  pay  more  for 
it  if  they  know  they  are  good.    Vie  are  r;3ady  for  it,  but  we  need  a  lot 
of  eduG;-.tional  work  done. 

i.:iSS  KEYS:     I  would  like  to  relate  a  little  incident  that  happened  at  the 
Curb  Market  last  Saturday  morning,        lady  was  selling  her  eggs  at  43/-  per 
dozen.    A  consumer  said  they  were  too  high.     The  seller  said  that  she 
could  got  that.    The  consumer  said  I  don't  went  to  oay  that  form  them,  so 
she  went  across  the  aisle  and  paid        cheaper  for  some  eggs  and  thought 
she  had  done  something.    The  lady  who  v/as  selling  her  eggs  at  4:8^  a  dozen 
had  sold  out  long  before  the  others. 

MRS.O.'VEN:     I  think  the  problem,  as  liiss  Keys  stated,  is  to  carry  educational 
program  right  along.     So  many  of  our  ;:eoplc  do  not  know-  these  facts  and  we 
find  when  wo  go  to  the  market  that  the  best  things  move  off  more  rapidly.  I 
think  our  people  are  ready  for  the  educ;',ti onal  program.    The  people  are 
ready  for  quality  merchandise,  but  they  v/nnt  t -)  knov;-  for  what  nurpose  and 
that  they  are  gr  ded.     I  think  the  gr;.-ding  v;ill  h  elp  a  low-income  person 
by  getting  him  a  better  grade  egg  that  will  meet  his  needs  for  the  amount 
of  money  he  has.    I  think  the  advancement  we  have  made  in  nutrition  and 
marketing  problems  since  the  war  has  gotten  our  oeoole  to  talking.  I 
think        should  keep  at  the  vrork. 

HCCLIMTOCK:     I  find  tho  farmers  and  producers  feel  like  and  know  that 
they  have  to  have  something,  need  something  and  want  something.     I  don't 
thiiik  it  is  going  to  be  very  hard  to  teach  them  to  market  eggs  and  other 
products  because  they  realize  they  are  not  getting  full  value  for  their 
products,  and  arc  just  v/aiting  to  be  told  how  to  do  it.    Also  I  think 
the  consumers  art  ready,  because  most  of  them  hfr've  more  money  then  they 
ever  have  had,  they  are  ready  to  buy  number  one  articles  of  anything.  I 
think  v;hen  you  got  both  sides  educated  and  make  them  understand  tliat  there 
are  standards  and  qualities  and  know  that  there  is  a  high  grade  and  that 
the  quality  is  there  that  they  both  will  go  into  it  faster  than  we  think. 
They  are  just  sitting  and  v/aiting  and   are  ready. 

I;1R.  DUNLj..P:     You  think  then  that  everything  is  ready  right  now  to  hit  it. 
LIR.  LICCLIITTOCK:  Yes. 

QUESTION  FROM  THE  FLOOR:     There  is  an  Office  of  Civilian  Defense  in  each 
county  who  has  set  up  a  block  system  and  they  are  teaching  consumers 
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points  of  rr.tioning  ".nd  teaching  th.;n  also  to  read  labels.     I  think 
our  consumers  read  lf:.bcls  a  lot  more  now  then  formorly  and  I  think 
thc.t  consumers  generc.lly  ara  ready  to  Icnow  just  what  they  arc  paying 
their  rioney  for. 

IIR.  DUIJL^ :  It  is  hard  to  cduct^te  pcoplo  on  graded  oggs.     I  havo  had  a 
hard,  tine  educating  ^m.y  own  family,  howjvor,  ny  family  has  recently 
li;amed  the  hard  way.     I  think  it  i3  c  little  more  difficult  than  wo 
rorli^e  on  the  surface. 

i.IRS.  L^J-JGFORD:     From  a  consumer's  standpoint,  I  have  learned  to  buy  a 
graded  egg.     I  like  the  idea  that  the  oeonle  in  the  low  income  brackets 
car.  g'wt  c.  better  grade  egg  for  their  money. 

liR.  BUSTER:     That  is  one  point  to  look  forward  to.     I  like  to  see  you 
people  bring  up  things  that  might  develop.    Of  course,  the  important 
thing  in  grading  of  eggs  is  removing  the  inedible  eggs.     During  flux 
economic  conditions  there  might  not  be  a  demo.nd  for  Grade  jixi  eggs  in 
proportion  to  desire  of  producers  to  get  thc.t  top  quality.    Grade  and 
3  eggs  can  be  used  for  all  types  cooking,  while  Grode  0  eggs  would  be 
for  cooking  altogether. 

IIR.  DUNL^iP:    Here  is  Lliss  Alma  Keys,  who  we  feel  is  so  well  known  that 
we  did  not  feel  it  necessary  to  put  her  down  as  belonging  to  any  particular 
agency.    Miss  Keys  v^ill  talk  about  "Home  Economics  Contribution  to  Gonsuiaer 
Education. " 

MISS  KEYS:    As  I  sat  here  this  mornir;g  and  listened  it  seemed  that  the 
Home  Economist  m.ust  be  in  on  more  of  those  meetings  and  understand  more  of 
your  problems  and  you  understand  more  of  our  oroblems  if  we  are  going  along 
together.     I  would  like  to  point  out  some  of  our  oroblems  and  the  biggest 
Job  we  have  today  is  that  of  helping  people  to  recognijO  their  consumer 
problems.     Our  problems  are  so  different  today  from  -fihat  they  were  yesterday 
There  is  so  much  confusion  due  to  the  large  number  of  regulations  issued 
through  radio,  nov/spapers,  and  so  many  Government  Agencies.    One  of  our 
nest  imiporisant  problems  is  to  help  people  to  see  and  understand  what  their 
part  is  in  that  confusion.         are  all  going  to  have  to  work  together.    I  wa 
c  little  provoked    at  a  radio  progrum  the  other  evening,  v/here  the  commenta- 
tor said  people  liked  the  rationing  system  -  "It  is  so  comforting  to  know 
y-^u  are  eating  the  same  food  as  the  Roosevelts,  Studebakers,  Rockef  ellows , 
etc.  ",    I  believe  wo  should  like  for  our  people  to  understand  consumer 
problems  as  thoy  rre  related  to  themselves.    This  "can't"  problem  -  people 
should  not  be  told  "can'ts".    Explanation  of  regul.tions  should  be  given. 
OPa  should  say  we  instead  of  you,  as  to  wh'.t  we  can  or  Ccn  not  do.  ^tttitude 
and  feelings  enter  much  more  than  rules  and  regulations.    V/e  have  to  havo 
regulations  in  time  of  war.    However,  in  time  of  war  it  is  necessary  to 
hulp  people  to  see  thet  th-se  can'ts  are  for  their  e-vvn  use  in  helping  solvo

I'IR.  '.'ffllTE;     I  v/ould  not  call  a  state  committee  back  until  after  the  sub- 
cominittee  has  prepared  tlieir     ideas  on  the  thing,  and  then  have  your  state 
committee  meeting.  In  Texas,  for  example,  they  did  not  have  enough  FDA 
or  0?A  people  to  attend  these  district  conferences.     They  picked  out  one 
man  from  each  agency  and  that  one  man  was  going  to  hold  about  six  con- 
ferences by  himself.
